somewhere." We forget tl 
values involved, and think only In the 
inhuman terass ot newspaper reports. 
This is entirely natural, but it is not 
an attitude of which we should be 
proud. ' 

We arc indeed lucky in ipelng able 
to forget these thlngç.-for there are 
thousands of' students like ourselves, 
who cannot do so for very good rea- 
sons. There are, for instance, -more 
than a thousand students who have 
been- forced -to leave Germany, in the 
mlddle|6^^ehr courses, and have gone 
to F^cf^lthout being able to take 
any money with them. 

The League of Nations has ap- 
pointed a commissioher, Mr.- James 
Macdonald, to supervise the relief ot 
all' German emigres. He has, however, 
handed over |the relte^t^he students 
affected to th inteniatlonal Student's 
Service', which lias already undertaken 
similar work in recent years. Inter- 
national, Students Service haa given 
one hundred scholarships to the most 
brilliant of these students to. carry 
them through their tlnàl'^^^t 
French universities, b^t unless^we^can 
get individuals or universities tojind^r- 
write. these . schotarshlps, the ,atud(Bhts 
wlU be forced ;to; leave their universi- 
ties before the^^l^t the European 
acarfemlc yea^^PP?.' 

Since this is an appeal for the re- 
lief ot students, it is only fair that 
students, among others, should be in- 
vited to subscribe. The International 
Students Service committee at McOiU 
is trying to raise the price of one 
scholarship, ($200); this scholarship 
will be known as the "McGlll Scholar- 
ship." Several British universities, 1h- 
cluding Oxford and Cambridge,' Ba;ve 
each subsjcribed' one or more schotar- 
shlps. Is McGlll goliig to be left be- 
hlrfd'.'
